multifarious aspects the present time 

flourishing condition. constantly in- 
creasing number students recent years, which 
should gratifying worshippers the Muses, 
has even aroused feelings alarm lest Parnassus be- 
come too crowded. have seen school and col- 
lege athletics grow leaps and bounds until vast 
stadia and gymnasia, involving expenditures enor- 
mous sums, have been built accommodate the 
tremendous crowds that clamor for the sight lusty 
young gladiators. All this most stimulating and 
refreshing denoting intense public interest 
what our young people are doing. May shortly 
look forward equal degree public interest 
the realm the arts. The seed has been sown, 
the plant thriving spite some rank growth, 
possibly that may need pruning. The day may yet 
come when multitudes will turn out great pro- 
cessions, they now football holiday, 
witness masterpieces art, carried procession 
through streets packed with cheering crowds, 
their resting places the Great Temples Art 
that even now await, just XIVth century 
Sienna, Duccio Buoninsigna’s Altar piece, 
Madonna Glory”, was carried with pomp and 
ceremony the cathedral, while the whole town 
marvelled and worshipped its beauty. Let us, there- 
fore, pause and examine the thing are doing 
the moment, the nature and possibilities art, 
and how best nourish the budding young plant 
that its blooming may joy forever. 


The Antiquity Modernism 


Dr. Lubke observes that art the original uni- 
versal language mankind, traces which meet 
the islands the Southern ocean the 
shores the Mississippi, among the old Celts and 
Scandinavians among the heroes Homer and 
the interiors Asia. questionable truism 
that little knowledge dangerous thing. 
the endeavor express the complexities the world 
around him, the cultured and intellectual creative 
artist may hampered surfeit knowledge. 
The best examples modern art are positively hoary 
with antiquity. The striking resemblance between 
recently completed planetaria, current projects for 


music halls, auditoriums and the like, and such struc- 
tures the enormous stupa tope Manikyala 
(III cent.) are poignant examples. When comes 
ornament, the up-to-date modernist goes back 
Chichen Itza, vessels the Bronze Epoch, Atlantis 
and Lemuria. 


Art Primitive Instinct 


The child instinctively plays with blocks, stones, 
and shells, arranging them groups and composi- 
tions varied form. The impulse primitive 
one, closely associated with the earliest manifesta- 
tions religion; animistic, fetichistic, anthropomor- 
phic. like way the modern designer loves 
play with compositions cubes, spheres, cylinders, 
pyramids, and conic sections. called “de- 
signing with solids.” May not profitably com- 
bined with designing with lines? distinguished 
archaeologist tells most delightfully one her 
stories how Erif Der played with shells the 
shores the Euxine, weaving with them cabalistic 
forms when she wished “put gease” some- 
one. Erif was lovely witch who inherited the art 
from her mother. Her brother, Berris, was 
artist craftsman and metal worker. When 
wasn’t busy swords and spears, made 
models clay and forged wild barbaric horses, 
tudes like Piccabia and Covarubbias, the frescoes 
and the late Aurignacian figur- 
ines. Epigethes, effete, decadent Greek sculptor, 
marooned contrary winds, was constantly hap- 
pening the Greeks those days, interested in, but 
somewhat contemptuous Berris’ efforts, gave him 
lot bad advice along academic lines, almost 
stifling the free untramelled spirit seeking expres- 
sion. Greek tradition was still strong that Ber- 
ris became for while mediocre copyist and his 
work deteriorated into lifeless and listless meaning- 
lessness. turned out later, however, that wasn’t 
such bad advice after all. training along aca- 
demic lines was just what Berris needed and after 
had suppressed and tortured his soul trying 
make anthemions and correct austere statuary, 
came back, after several years’ study the Greek 
Universities, and made horses and men wilder than 
ever, vastly more stirring and convincing for the 
knowledge gained his apprenticeship. 
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Art Education the United States 


Education the Arts Design the United 
States (that is, what may called popular educa- 
tion) began forty years ago when the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition opened. (the Exposition) 
still spoken with bated breath. There were 
schools before that time (but not many) where life 
classes were held and boys and girls, mostly boys, 
wore smocks daubed with brown pink, cerulean 
blue, and yellow ochre. two three architec- 
tural schools the five orders Architecture accord- 
ing Vignola were taught, and stereotomy, bit 
graphical statics, Ferguson’s History Archi- 
tecture, and Calculus cryptic science comparable 
the Elusinian Mysteries) were studied. The 
trade school curriculum was limited wall-paper 
designing, cotton prints, mechanical drawing, wood- 
working, and metal working. The creative impulse 
started the Chicago Fair was like touching 
spark heap tinder. Schools art all sorts 
and conditions sprang like the armed multitude 
that rose from the ploughed field Colchis when 
Jason sowed the dragon’s teeth. 

The method teaching these schools mat- 
ter deep concern. The curriculum the early 
ones was founded, naturally, European models, 
more particularly the French National School 
Fine Arts with dash the British apprentice- 
ship system, like Angostura Martini. Due 
our preconceived notions, was assumed mat- 
ter course that the teaching the arts design 
should closely allied and under the strict 
control the college school which was 
subordinate part, concession, were, grow- 
ing demand that was not exactly ignored, rather 
tolerated long the “art” students stayed 
their proper place and conformed discipline. 
student might develop high degree esthetic 
ability, might show indications becoming Leon- 
ardo Wren, but unless maintained certain 
standard scholarship all the courses, stood 
far less chance remaining the school than the 
star player the football team. These are not the 
days when the winner the pentathlon wears also 
the laurel wreath for epic poetry.* However, mat- 
ters all tend adjust themselves. Just when 
beaker beer drawn from the spigot sputters 
and seethes violent agitation, and gradually the 
foam rises the top and the liquid becomes amber 
clear, the scholastic flux clearing and before long 
the student may quaff refreshingly limpid draughts, 
clear and sparkling. The font the Hippocrene

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still flows, though the groves Parnassus may 
suffer from the blight the boll-weevil. 

Instead spending his time ticking off parts and 
modules from triangular scale that measures hun- 
dredths inch, the nouveau architectural 
school now taught the spiritual significance geo- 
metric forms, solids, root five rectangles, and whor- 
ling squares. From this goes the relation 
opening wall the Massimi palace, and color 
values oriental rugs. all seems bit obtuse 
and bewildering one brought trigliphs and 
acanthus leaves. Finally the fourth and fifth 
year the student comes down brass tacks and 
does tope, Aztec temple, something the 
manner Felix Mendelssohn. 

The best modern work this country now 
being done those who have served their appren- 
ticeship academic training. Whether be- 
cause that experience, yet difficult deter- 
mine because the younger group have far lacked 
opportunities. Perhaps the present day students will 
attain even greater heights when they arrive. Such 
the sincere hope all. 

There seems reciprocal courtesy existing 
between schools that teach design. The architec- 
tural schools give courses drawing and sketching 
from life, water-color painting, and modeling; not 
carried very far perhaps, for time limited and the 
hour for applied mechanics draws near. The Art 
Schools, not outdone, like manner give 
courses Architecture and Decoration. The tech- 
nical schools include all these activi- 
ties besides teaching something their practical 
application the use tools and materials. Even 
the city night schools have course the “reading” 
blueprints. fact there appalling amount 
education the Arts Design going all 
around us. not uncommon thing for law- 
yer, business man clergyman frankly admit 
without blushing that studied architecture 
painting for while his salad days and feels him- 
self finer and better man for the experience. Con- 
trary expectations these people make gracious 
clients and patrons unlike the Philistine who re- 
gards the artist with amused tolerance and tinge 
contempt, thus showing that little knowledge 
may lenitive. 


the Schools not 


The Artist born, not made. school sys- 
tem training can teach art. Our schools might 
well teach good manners architecture, the rela- 
tion buildings their sites and the natural, sig- 
nificant use materials, but the curriculum too 
vast for the alloted time. This better un- 
derstood the arts literature and music, 
and was also appreciated during certain epochs 
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and industrial design. Rarely does one find, and 
that only comparatively few places the world, 
intelligent appreciation the arts Gastron- 
omy and Dress. These two latter are most impor- 
tant for they conduce our spiritual and physical 
well-being, without which the other arts cannot 
flourish the best advantage. true that some 
the finest things the world has ever known have 
been produced ragged, half-starved poets and ar- 
tists, painfully combatting physical ills and mental 
suffering. only shows the power Divine 
Fire and not corrollary that even better work 
might not have been accomplished under more favor- 
ing conditions. 

architects and craftsmen could only come 
grips with the materials they employ for the ex- 
pression their craft, like Callicrates, Hugh Liber- 
giere, Michael Angelo, and countless others whose 


works are immortal, might well have high hope 
for the future the Arts Design the United 
States. Shall allow ourselves outdone 
people who dwelt the Nile Valley over 3,000 
years ago? Here what Breasted says the state 
the Fine Arts Egypt under Amenhotep IV. 
“The artists his court were taught make the 
chisel and the brush tell the story what they 
saw. The result was simple and beautiful realism 
that saw more clearly than ever any art had seen 
before. They caught the instantaneous postures 
animal life; the coursing hound, the fleeing game, 
the wild bull leaping the swamp; for all these be- 
longed the ‘truth,’ which Ikhnaton lived. The 
modeling the human figure this time was 
plastic that the first glance one sometimes 
doubt whether has before him product the 
Greek age. This was indeed new chapter the 
history art, even though now lost.” 


Code for Architects—Progress Report 


Washington, the week ending September 9th 
was momentous one for the architectural pro- 
fession, and the construction industry 
whole. Therefore, the membership should have 
this brief, chronological report. 

September 5th, the day following Labor 
Day, the Advisory Council, composed represen- 
tatives from the leading national organizations 
the construction field, met joint session with 
the Code Committee the Construction League. 
was the last opportunity for review and approval 
the proposed Master Code the Construction 
Industry. 

the evening the 5th, the Code Committee 
the Institute met The Octagon for final re- 
view the Architects’ Code. Likewise, Code 
Committees other organizations, meeting 
Washington, were engaged similar tasks. 

September 6th, 10:00 m., the Deputy 
Administrator Mr. Malcolm Muir, 
opened the public hearing the Master Code 
the Construction Industry. This hearing was 
marked with dramatic quality which reflected the 
intense interest some four hundred more 
the assembled representatives many groups en- 
gaged construction activity. Deputy Adminis- 
trator Muir acted Chairman throughout the 
proceeding. 

The presentation the Master Code was made 
the Chairman the Code Committee the Con- 
struction League, Stephen Voorhees. After his 
comprehensive opening statement, the proposed 
Code was read, section section. Opportunity was 


given after each section for the filing amendments 
objections. The entire day was devoted the 
Master Code. 

the morning September 7th, the first 
the sub-codes filed was taken up—that the Gen- 
eral This Code, sponsored the 
Associated General Contractors America, was 
presented Mr. Tozzer, President the 
with opportunity given after each section for the 
filing amendments objections. 

The architectural profession 
both these hearings the Code Committee 
the Institute. found reason file objec- 
tions modifications, with respect any the 
fundamental provisions either the Master Code 
the General Contractors’ Code. 

the afternoon September 7th, the proposed 
Code Fair Competition for Architects was heard. 
Mr. Malcolm Pirnie, Deputy Administrator, pre- 
sided. This was the second supplemental code 
under the Master Code, and the first which related 
professional group. The Code was ably pre- 
sented statements William Stanley Parker, 
Chairman the Code Committee, and Ernest 
John Russell, President the Institute. The for- 
mal presentation was concluded Fur- 
bringer, Chairman the Institute’s Committee 
Schedule Charges, who clarified the subject 
charges for professional services architects. The 
Code was considered section section, and oppor- 
tunity given for the filing amendments and ob- 
jections. Various amendments were offered rep- 


resentatives other groups the construction in- 
dustry. However, there was opposition, and 
there were major amendments offered any 
architectural society individual architects. 

information available the probable 
Code, the Master Code the Construction 

Undoubtedly, there will changes both form 
and substance the Master Code, and the 
Architects’ Code—as result deliberations 
the Administration. the judgment the Offi- 
cers the Institute and the Code Committee 
that would undesirable and misleading pub- 
lish either Code now written, and advance 
final action the Administration. Therefore, 
neither Code will published the Institute until 
approved President Roosevelt. When such ap- 
provals are given, the final Codes—which will then 
the law the land—will published once 
and made available all archi- 
tects separate document. 

The membership should know that the architec- 
tural profession has been represented with great dili- 
gence Washington the Code Committee 
the Institute—during the many weeks very 
hot summer which the various Codes have 
been the making. the week the 
public hearings, ending September 9th, the follow- 
ing members the Institute were Washington 
and devoting their time and best efforts the Code 
situation: Ernest John Russell, Charles 
Maginnis, First Vice-President; William Stan- 
ley Parker, Chairman Code Committee; also 
Frederick Mathesius, New York; William 
Nolting, Baltimore, and Francis Sullivan, 
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The Reasons for Basic Construction Code 
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Washington (members the Code Committee) 
also Abram Garfield, Charles Ing- 
ham, Pittsburgh; Ralph Walker, New York; 
Maxwell Grylls, Detroit, and .H. Fur- 
bringer, Nashville. 

understood that the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration wishes make comprehensive survey 
the problems the construction industry cov- 
ered the Master Code, and the eight supple- 
mental Codes which have reached the public hearing 
stage, before recommending any the Codes 
the President for approval. This will take time 
and may late October before the Codes be- 
come law. 

The Industrial Advisory Board recently ap- 
pointed three architects assist the Administration 
acting upon the construction industry 
follows: Advisor the Master Code, Sullivan 
Jones, New York; advisor the Architects’ 
Code, Herrick Hammond, Chicago; and Spe- 
cial Consultant, the Division Economic Re- 
search and Planning, Arthur Holden, New 
York. 

are advised that the Code Committee the 
American Society Civil Engineers has filed 
Code Fair Practice for the Professional Engi- 
neer, with request for public hearing. grati- 
fying state that for many weeks there has been 
constant and valuable cooperation between the Code 
Committee the American Society Civil Engi- 
neers and the Code Committee the Institute— 
developing many provisions mutual interest 


both the Architects’ Code and the Engineers’ Code.

sustained prosperity for American business 
whole. 

all-prevading industry. are told that 
1929 every tenth person gainfully employed 
the United States depended for his livelihood con- 
struction. service this industry $7,000,000,000 

paid some 4,500,000 persons out total 
48,000,000 gainfully employed. More than half 
these workers, 2,500,000, were engaged di- 
rectly construction the remainder were employed 
those professions and industries dependent for 
their markets the requirements construction. 

The problem organizing this industry under 
the National Industrial Recovery Act essentially 
one coordination. Although comprises many 
subdivisions, the vital requirement for health 
any one its parts the health the whole. The 
success any code administrative agency set 
any one its subdivisions will depend inevit- 
ably its effective coordination with those set 
the others. each must preserved the ut- 
most freedom self-government with respect 
its internal conduct but each must accorded 
the indispensable support unified industry or- 
ganized conserve the welfare all. 

should noted that the Basic Code interferes 
respect with the various codes and administra- 
tive agencies proposed for the government the 
several constituent subdivisions. designed 
supplement, not supplant. leaves each group 
the establishment minimum wages and maximum 
hours for the skilled workers that especially per- 
tain it; leaves each group the provision 
administrative agency such may required 
govern its internal conduct. provides for col- 
lective bargaining between representative groups 
either national, regional local basis the vital 
matter wages and hours, that due respect may 
accorded the conditions that obtain within 
the various sub-divisions and the several regions 
and localities. With respect these matters 
seeks establish only nation-wide minimum 
wages and maximum hours for unskilled labor 
throughout all branches the industry. is, 
effect, charter freedom each group handle 
its own affairs and constitution for the industry 
that will safeguard the interests each con- 
serving the welfare all. 

The architect and the engineer most nearly rep- 
resent the interest the ultimate user consumer 
construction service. They are concerned, there- 
fore, with what best for the entire industry, with 
that which will enable operate soundly, effi- 
ciently and Moreover these are 


professional groups; they are impartial and 
judicial position with respect the contractors, sub- 
contractors and producers who constitute the oper- 
ating arm the industry. are position 
exert modernating influence, reconcile con- 
flict outlook, allay distrust and cultivate 
mutual understanding between the several interde- 
pendent groups. 

The Basic Code, comprehending does the 
adherence and the cooperation these groups, pro- 
vides the most effective agency that has ever been 
set effect and maintain the long-sought integ- 
ration the industry that essential suc- 
cessful attack its harassing problems. 


Summary 


conclusion, may summarize the reasons for 
Basic Construction Code follows: 

recognizes the essential unity the several 
functional groups and subdivisions that comprise 
the construction industry. 

provides agency representative the entire 
industry through which present the views and 
the needs the industry the government. 

provides agency that will facilitate contact 
NRA and related departments with vast and 
diversified industry, every part which affected 
much what concerns the others. 

strengthens the industry its handling in- 
tra-industry problems setting means 
compose difficulties without recourse outside 
agencies. 

brings the service the industry the inter- 
est and the cooperation the architects and engi- 
neers with their professional viewpoint and influence. 

insures each the subdivisions the in- 
dustry full autonomy the handling its in- 
ternal affairs while the same time provides for 
the administration the entire industry the 
best interest all those connected with and 
the community large. 

provides for the suppression bid-peddling and 
other kindred abuses which can reached only 
industry-wide representative agency that can 
exert its influence any point the chain 
responsibility. 

provides for regional local determination 
wages and working conditions truly repre- 
sentative groups and for nation-wide determination 
with respect specialized labor under the several 
supplementary codes, while the same time es- 
tablishes nation-wide minimum wages and maximum 
hours apply where they may not have been estab- 
lished such supplementary codes local agree- 
ments.

Opportunity for the Architect 


During these waning months the great de- 
pression and the busy years the termed 
“post depression period” which will follow, many 
old house homestead will change owners. 
the following question seems the point. Does 
the fact ever cross the minds the rank and file 
architects what important part they might and 
should play these transactions—that architect 
can here something real benefit all con- 
cerned and likewise put some additional shekels 
his depleted coffers? Listen real old clothes 
story taken from life. Once upon time, all good 
stories start, close friend certain architect 
became enthused over charming house. (It was 
only good look at.) The house question had 
had many tenants very short time. This 
prompted the friends the prospective buyer 
warn him easy lest something might rad- 
ically wrong with the house. 

Unmindful and unheedful dashed right and 
purchased short order. And did get 
That not the word use. During 
the lapse the last two years this house has been 
hoisted the air and now rests steel 
framework columns and girders. It’s frame 
house, that, with brick basement. And all this 
because the house had been built directly over 
swamp. New pier footings had placed nine 
feet below the basement floor. Now, true friend 
architect, had been consulted, would not have 
been able sense that swamp. was buried too 
deep. But had been called during the time 
the transaction was the making, and had made 
only casual survey the premises, his trained 
eyes would doubt have detected something rad- 
ically wrong. Uneven floors, sticking doors, and 
out plumb jambs are warning signals. This 
place, however, moralize the story. 
would the pages this publication were read 
more generally the general public. Few lay- 
men, relatively speaking, see it. But this the time 
and the place tell the architect that can 
material service the “buyer old clothes”. Ap- 
parently this sphere activity the part the 


architect has been entirely overlooked. There 
doubt that there are other so-called “swamp 
houses” which prospective owners should made 
wary. 


Advice Should Paid For 


The average citizen loath enough come 
architect with new building project. Education 
gradually wearing down this feeling. And so, 
also, must worn down the attitude that archi- 
tect can not material assistance prospective 
buyer when about purchase “old clothes”. 
The professional service the experienced archi- 
tect should called upon freely the layman. 
When purchasing anything important home 
the prospective home owner would the material 
gainer pursued this method. rule 
makes bones about asking his architect friend 
innumerable questions every time has chance. 
buttonholes him every now and then about what 
may appear him trivial problems. Yet they 
are matters real stock trade the architect, 
who has gathered them not for the purpose 
hoarding them but put them use. They are 
income producing facts but the architect today 
not quite ready admit that does 
has failed grasp the full meaning their value. 
Has any member the profession ever stopped and 
figured out the amount free advice which 
architect called upon furnish? His counsel and 
advice are for the asking, and seems almost keen 
dishing out promiscuously. Compare the loose 
tongue the architect with that his fellow pro- 
fessional lawyer and the doctor. Many 
family doctor makes the rounds his daily calls 
high grade motor car, and materially com- 
pensated the fees for the many brief visits which 
makes daily. bit advice concerning your 
last stomach ache and there’s bill! But the architect, 
great philanthropist that is, dispenses his free ad- 
vice right and left. Roof and leaky wall conditions, 
window door hardware that needs replacement, 
the proper color for the new coat wall paint are 
all the items calling for free advice day’s pro- 
gram. ability solve these small problems 
correctly was gained the hard school personal 
experience, large expense time and money. Yet 
the answers are had for the asking!

National Housing Association, after many 

years study, says the average American 

house the poorest home the Western 
world. The Hoover Housing conference 1931, 
after year’s collection data from all the avail- 
able experts the country, recounts that during the 
past decade, the building industry, while employing 
nearly one-fourth all the wage earners the 
country, built homes within the rent rate 
that two-thirds all our families whose incomes 
are below $2,000 year. Only one-third our 
families had incomes sufficient rent buy the 
homes built. 

Philadelphia housing association made 
year’s survey the city and found that for the past 
ten years housing was built Philadelphia, that 
48% the population could afford occupy, while 
51% all new housing was built for the 11% 
the population having incomes from $3,000 
$4,000 year. Consequently many low wage earn- 
ers were encouraged assume rent burdens too 
heavy for them bear, with subsequent disaster 
both the producers and the users. That means that 
half Philadelphia’s population must live the 
old obsolete houses, many thousands which are 
not fit for human habitation. much for “The 
city homes”—Philadelphia. 

What Chicago? The Illinois Housing Com- 
mission, report the legislature, just pub- 
lished, estimates that Chicago has square miles, 
about 22,000 acres blighted area where the 
ordinary municipal services for the area cost more 
than two and times the revenue levied 
thereon (not necessarily paid.) Much 
blighted area has been reduced slums. Slums are 
social liability well economic liability 
the community. Into these blighted and slum areas 
sink the temporary unfortunate become perma- 
nently delinquent. The homeless men and drifting 
women and vicious and resentful gangs gather there

for practical solution the vexatious matter (if 
such) and then don’t chicken hearted—send 
bill for professional services rendered. must 
done sometime. far better break the ice 
now than later. Start that education the layman 
today. Make him pay for what you are giving 
him, advice “for old clothes”. more than 


fair all concerned and especially the Architect. 


and multiply and propagate their kind. The un- 
sanitary, lightless, vermin infested, dilapidated 
buildings increase and propagate physical and men- 
tal disease. Improperly housed workers and school 
children are perpetually tired, inefficient, despond- 
ent, hopeless and irritable—conditions that may 
be, the aggregate, great menace society 
disease, vice, and crime, their offspring.

Rehabilitating city blighted 
areas cannot done individual owners indi- 
vidual lots; but the blight must stopped and the 
areas rebuilt our cities are escape bankruptcy 
and the citizens freed from utter poverty and de- 
pravity.
